Starving refugees, sweeping across 
the country by thousands toward .Mos­ 
cow, are stripping the land like lo­ 
custs. 
Cities have been looted and 
all animals are seized and killed for 
food. 
Soldiers, who have become discon­ 
tented, have joined in the dem onstra­ 
tions in Petrograd and Moscow, the 
report said. 
Petrograd was the scene of exten­ 
sive riots on July 19 and 20 in which 
one hundred unarm ed were reported 
to have been killed and fifteen hun 
dred wounded. 
Women have joined 
iii the dem onstrations and many of 
them have been killed by tiring squads 
it was reported. 
The city of Tomhoff 
was practically devastated July 20. ac­ 
cording to the new spaper Lestia. So­ 
viet authorities were sent out to check 
the starving invaders from the Volga 
region.

came, marched doggedly on in the 
face of bayonets 
and 
sharp 
com ­ 
mands of soldiers. 
The troops did 
not have the heart to fire on them, 
aud they staggered into the city. Cav­ 
alry horses were sacrificed for food, 
the city being unable to give food to 
the refugees otherwise. 
The fire d e ­ 
partm ent was the next to lie deprived 
of its animals.

It should he done while a road 
is wet following a rain, and while 
conditions are such that it is drying. 
It is therefore obvious that a m ain­ 
tenance man cannot properly handle 
too large a section, as the road will 
become thoroughly 
dry 
before 
the 
dragging is completed. 
It is a waste 
of lime to drag u thoroughly dry 
road, and yet there at4© sections of 
this road assigned to one man to drag 
so long that the section cannot be 
covered by him in ten hours of work 
with a team. 
It may be satisfactory 
to assign long sections of road to a 
full time man for maintenance work 
oilier than dragging, but the present 
dragging arrangements on this road 
are fur from satisfactory.

Washington has many girl scouts. 
Tile belief hora is, us it seems to bu 
els who re, that the movement is a help 
fill one in every respect for th** girls 
of America. 
It does chi© good once in 
on Idle to get away from the heat of 
political and legislative discussion in 
Washington to replace the oratory, or 
near oratory of congress with the 
songs Of -iii h birds as an* still sing 
ing, and with lite music of the forest's 
wind Instruments. 
To get right 
into (lie middle of 
tilings, I was asked to go to Ila* camp 
of the Washington girl scolds to h*nd 
a class of them int** the fields and 
woods for the purpose of bird study. 
I never had been near a girl scouts’ 
camp before.

The birds th a t we saw, and confes­ 
sion m ust be made th a t I did not ex­ 
pect to lind them in Maryland at this 
season Of the year, were two white­ 
breasted nuthatches performing their 
gymnastic feats upon the trunk and 
larger brandies of an oak.

General Fries turned over to the 
girlg scents a line camping site be­ 
tween the Woods and tin* beach on tile 
elevation of the |stninstiia dose to tie 
mouth of the Gunpowder river. 
Mrs. 
Fries is closely associated With tin* 
work of tin* girl scouts, and one of 
her daughters is a member of tin* 
present camping party. 
Showing Them the Birde. 
Washington baa many girl scouts. 
The belief here is, as it seems to be 
cie where, (bat the movement Is u help­ 
ful one in every resjnvt for the girls 
of America. 
It does one good once in 
uwhiie to get away from Ila* lieut of 
political and legislative discussion in 
Washington to replace the oratory, or 
near oratory of congress wit Ii tin* 
songs of sm Ii birds as are still sing­ 
ing. and with the music of tile forest's I 
wind instruments. 
To get rigid into the middle of 
tilings, I was asked to go to Hie camp 
of the Washington girl scouts to lead 
a class of them into tin* fields und 
woods lur the purpose of lord study, 
I bever laid been near a girl scouts’ 
camp before. 
I ha vc seen one now 
at close range, and I know the Interest 
tile children take in woodcraft and in 
nature and (lie helpfulness which is 
inculcated, ami I know tin* tiling is 
gin si. 
I took about a dozen of tin* girls 
on n trump along tile edges of the 
woods and along the country roads, 
border***! by tin* tangled thickets which 
buttressed tin* fences. Somebody must 
Ila vc been doing good nature work, 
either In the homes or the schools, for 
I found a basic knowledge of bird life 
already iii tile minds of these girl 
scouts. It never has hurt any child to 
be led into die Held of appreciation of 
tile a pi >ea I of nature, 
in the course 
of a tramp of an hour ami a half we 
haw' twenty-five species of American 
birds, some of them of appealing and j 
curious Interest. 
Tile birds that we saw, aud confes­ 
sion must he made that I did not ex­ 
pect to find them in Maryland ut this 
season of the year, were two white- 
breasted nuthatches performing their 
gymnastic feats upon Die trunk and 
larger branches of an oak. Till* bird 
wa* new to some of Hie girl scouts. 
They suw* it go down the trunk of tile 
tree head first; they saw it while in 
tills dizzy position raise its head to 
look at them inquisitively with its 
sharp black eyes. 
No acrobat of the 
circus can do what tills bird finds it 
easy to do. 
Use 
Snake Skins in Nests. 
One of the scouts had a cast-off 
snake skin which she had picked up. 
This gave un opportunity to say it was 
strange that the akin had been over­ 
looked by the great crested tiy-eutell­ 
ers which ore not uncommon in Mary* 
land- Mild- whiU*- ordi(m.rili_ ^11 J[ _ ngt 


build a nest tim ii they can find u cast* 
off snake skin to u-«* as a part of th**

When lids fly

Why does the bird 
put a snake skin in Its nest?
